_FOUR DAYS IN A JUNK. 


Experience of the ‘Agincourt's’” 
Crew. 

A portion of tho crew of tho atoamer 
Agincourt, whose whereaboute wore bagin-* 
ning to cause anxiety, arrived in port 
safely yortorday by the German ateamer 
Carl Diederichsen.. The shipwrecked sailors 
number 26, of whom 6 were Europadns and 
therest Chinese. They met with soma inter- 
asting experiences aftor leaving the atrand~ 
ed Agincourt sponding four and,a balf-da 8 
at ges in a junk iu accomplishing a voyage 
of about 129 miles, The rocond officer, 
Mr A. 8S, Morton, who waa in command of 
tho junk, was interviewod on landing here, 
by a China Mail representative, and kind- 
ly supplied somo particulars of his trip, 

On August 11 it was determined to make 
an attempt to reach Hoihow in a junk 
which had been chartered by the Captain, 
and in the early morning she was moored 
close to the bosch on which the Agincourt 
is lying, to bo provisioned for the trip. 
Thia proved to be no easy taak,fowing to tle 
hoavy sea running, but it waa eventually 
accomplished ; but so rough was the soa 
that all hands in tho boat and most of the 
provisians woro soaked with spray. On 

arding tha junk it was found that some 
of tho stores convosed on board oarlier in 
the morning had been stolon by the: Ohi- 
neso, but owing to the danger attached to 
another trip in the boat it waa decided to 
put out to aca with. what was Ieft.

‘Via Gyantee, August 1,—On tho 28rd we 
camped on the bank of Yomdok Lake below 
Khambs Pass, 16,000 foot high, which com- 
manda a view of tho Brahmaputra and the 
approach to Lhnssa ; the ascent to the pass 
is 1,000 foot and tho dencent to the valley 
4,000 fect...

This is » most fertile part of Tibot with
